MOBERLY, Mo.—(/P)—Two coal min- 


ers were rescued alive 
late Friday 


from a gas-filled tunnel in which four 
were imprisoned by a mine collapse 
Tuesday afternoon, but death had 
taken their companions. 


"Here I am, boys, I can take it" 


cried 50-year-old A. W. McCann, old- 
est of the entombed miners, as weary 
rescue workers wormed their way 
through a debris-packed mine shaft 
into the tunnel prison. 


His living companion, Demmer Sex- 


ton, 
co-owner of the 
mine, 
was 


sprawled unconscious at his feet. 


Edward Stoner Jr., 26, and George 


T. Dameron, 27, negro, were dead at 
the rear of the 200-foot tunnel—vic- 
tims of deadly white damp. 


Relays of rescue crews had torn at 


the mine shaft since Tuesday when 
fire swept the mine superstructure, 
collapsed the shaft and trapped the 
four.

This type of heqrt attack must be 


distinguished from the usual attack of 
angina pectoris. In coronary throm- 
bosis the pain will persist even when 
the person is put at rest, and it is not 
usually associated with any sudden 
previous exertion. 


The pain of an attack of angina pec- 


toris usually appears after some exer- 
tion, or something that throws extra 
strain on the heart. 


If the person with coronary throm- 


bosis is put to bed immediately and is 
given proper care, he frequently sur- 
vives the attack and may even recov- 
er completely. 


Cases are known in which the clam- 


age to the heart tissue is gradually 
overcome by the processes of repair j 
Which take place in living tissue. Af- 
ter a suitable scar has formed, the pa- 
tient is able to get up and go back to 
work. 


After a few days in bed. the pain 


will become less intense, the blood 
pressure will begin to rise again, the 
shortness of breath will be relieved. 
Then, after a month or two in bed, 
depending on severity of the attack, 
the patient is considered recovered. 


There are instances, however, in 


which the symptoms persist and in 
%"hich severe pain comes on with any 
effort. There remains also the possi- 
bility of another attack at some later 
date, although large numbers of pa- 
tients recover and have no other re- 
turn of this condition.

Corporation also said they had had no 
applications for a loan renewal on cot- 
ton, which now is selling at between 
11.70 and 12 cents a pound, with the 
prospects, according to latest govern- 
ment estimates, of a better than 12,- 
000,000 bale crop. 


It was announced rental and benefit 


payments on cotton for June totaled 
J548.248, bringing the grand total of 
such payments from May 12, 1933, 
through! June 30 this year to $346,- 
634,337. 


Commodity Credit Corporation offi- 


cials said no extensions

be 


granted on the 10-cent loans made on 
the 1935-36 crop which fell due July 31. 


A total of 
approximately

was loaned to farmers by the corpora- 
tion from October 1 last year to April 
1 this year and most of it has been 
repaid.

loans on some 93,000 bales of cotton 
and officials said today only the loans 
on between 25.000 and 30.000 b;jles re- 
named to be paid.
